According to her 
story, she explained she had been 
unable to find work Out was con 
sidering taking a child to rear, as 
the couple had no children, ex 
plaining that by this means she 
could earn $13 a month. At that, 
she said, Stahl's rage flared again 
and after cursing and abusing her 
he went into the bedroom and re- 
turned with the revolver. They 
struggied for possession of tho 
weapon, she said, and she tore it

changes in the retail tost of food 
and clothing caused an increase of 
two-tenths of 1 per cent in the cost 
of living in the United. States be- 
tween May 15 and June 15, 1924, 
according to a survey just com- 
pleted by the National Industrial 
Conference Board. Between July 
1920, when_the peak of the rise in 
the cost of living since 1914 was 
reached, and June, 1924, the cost 
of living decreased 20.9 per cent. 
The increase in the cost of living 
since July, 1914, was 61.7 per cent. 

Decrease in cost of living on June 


15, 1924, from average prices in 
July, 1920, is shown by the follow- 
ing percentages: Food, 35.2: shel- 
ter, 17.1; clothing, 34.6; fuel, 7.8; 
light, 23.4, and sundries, 5.9. Rela- 
tive importance of these items in 
the family budget is: Food, 43.1; 
shelter, 17.7; clothing, 13.2; fuel, 
3.7; light, 1.9, and sundries, 20.4,

The father bade him good- 
bye at a. m., May 721, and went 
to his business office. Shortly aft- 
erwards, Mrs. Franks saw him 
trudge away to the private school 
from whose yard later in the day. 
he was enticed to sudden death. 

The parents identified shoes. one 
stocking, a necktie, a beit buckic 
and school pin worn dy thelr 
“baby.” the youngest of three chil- 
dren, on his last day of life. 

These objects were spared from 
the furnace in which the rest of 
Robert's clothes were burned, 
chiefly because they would not 
yield readily to the flames. They 
were thrown later from an auto- 
mobile at widely-scattered points 
and only the abnormally keen 
memories of the defendants for ev- 
ery detail, permitted their recov- 
ery when they led police back over 
the route of their fight from 
crime. 

Loeb Shows Some Reaction. 

Leopold and Richard Loeb 
watched the sorrowing parents of 
their boy victim on the witness 
stand as they told with tear-moist 
eyes the story of their son's disap- 
pearance and heard husky voices 
whisper affirmative answers to the 
States proffered exhibits of the 
little fellew’s clothing.

Asked to identify the wrecked Un- 
derwood machine and a Hammond, 
also taken from the Leopold home, 
Obendorf replied: “All portables 
look alike to me.” 

He described a conversation with 
Leopold and Maremont before the 
State Attorney's assistants, deny- 
ing. however, there had been a dis- 
cussion then of the ownership of 
the machines. 


Saw Black Touring Car. 

Maurice Shamberg had seen two 
portable machines in Leopold's 
room. One he knew to be a Ham- 
mond. He could not identify the 
State’s exhibit rescued from the 
park lagoon, he said, as the one he 
‘had seen in his classmate’s home.

Sheriff Win- 
mann, Mayor Jensen and Marshal 
Maloney of Richmond Heights were 
also present. 

The first object of the examin.- 
tion was to judge, by the condition 
of the stomach as to food content, 
the approximate time of death. 
This test indicated that death was 
probably early in the morning. The 
husband, Harry A. Henke, has said 
Mrs. Henke was alive when he left 
the house at 6:40 a. m. on the 11th.

Holland Concern “Used

JEFFERSON CITY, July 24.— 
Bonds to the value of At least 1228. 
000, deposited with the Holland 
Bank of Springfield by its custom- 
ers, for safe keeping, were pledged 
by the bank's officials with the 
State Treasurer, as collateral to 
guarantee the State's deposit of 
$1,035,000. This has become known 
through the Treasurer's office. 

Since the Holland Bank failed 
last January the State has taken 
and sold these bonds, in the course 
of liquidating its claim against the 
bank. The customers, instead of 
their bonds, hold only a preferred 
claim, which may not be satisfied 
for many months. 

The customers who left bonds 
with the Holland Bank for safe 
keeping received certificates of de- 
posit. The bonds did not become 
part of the assets of the bank, and 
the bank's right to use them, as a

pledge securing deposits, is con- 
sidered questionable. 

State Treasurer’s Position, 
State Treasurer Thompson said 
today, in reply to a question, that 
he did not believe the owners of 
the bonds could make a claim 
against the State. The bonds were 
put up by the bank to secure the 
State’s deposit, he said, and the 
State took them in good faith... He 
held that the bond-owners’ only 
ground of complaint would be 
against the bank and its officers. 

It is held, however, that the 
bond-owners will have a prior 
claim, as compared with the depos- 
itors, and that they will have to be 
satisfied before any further pay- 
ment is made in satisfaction of the 
depositors’ claims. 

The State has thus far realized 
$475,000 from the sale of securi- 
ties put up by the bank as col- 
lateral for the  State’s deposit. 
Other assets which were included 
in the collateral have proven not 
so readily convertible. Some of 
them are long-time loans on real 
estate. 

The bonds to the bank’s credit 
when it closed Jan. 15, including 
its own holdings and those deposit- 
ed by customers, amounted to 
$358,400. Of these, $244,650 were 
not the bank’s property. Howev 
$15,400 of bonds were in the bank's 
vaults, not being pledged with the 
State. 

Other guaranteed deposits, be- 
sides that of the State, wére the 
Telegraphers’ Union, $10,000, and 
the Springfield Hoard of Education, 
$7000.

Depositors, who received 40 per 
cent of their claims under an ar- 
rangement with the McDaniel Na- 
tional Bank, have no early prospect 
of getting any mbdre, because of the 
claims prior to theirs.

Witness He Is Charged 
With Sending Away De- 
nies Statements on Which 


Petition Is Based. 


£m Dead 


Charles P. Noell, at a deposition 
hearing yesterday in the suit to 
disbar him from practice as a law- 
yer, contended the suit was the 
outgrowth of a conspiracy con- 
cocted by railroads, principally the 
Big Four. His counsel declared 
that during the course of his prac- 
tice in the St. Louis courts, since ' 
1912, he has obtained a total off 
approximately $1,000,000 in judg- 
ments for clients in damage suits 
against railroads. Of this, $200,- 
000 was against the Big Four, it 
was stated. So a scheme was 
patched to put Noell out of busi- 
ness, according to his version. 

The hearing was in the law of- 
fice of former Circuit Judge Wil- 
liam T. Jones, who is serving as 
special commissioner in the disbar- 
ment suit, which was instituted by 
the Committee on Grievances of 
the Bar Association. The commit- 
tee is represented by Attorney 
Charles P. Williams. while former 
Judge O’Neil Ryan and Randolph 
Laughlin are attorneys for Noell, 
who has been active as a damage 
suit lawyer. It was explained that 
he represents several organizations 
of railroad employes, through 
which he has obtained many cases, 

Members of Committee Heard. 

Members of the Committee on 
Grievance were examined by Noell’s 
counsel in an effort to find out 
who instigated the disbarment pro- 
ceedings. They said the matter 
was called to their attention by 
former United States District At- 
torney Charles A. Houts, local at- 
torney for the Big Four, and Wal- 
ter L. Brady, a former employe in 
Noell's office. 

Houts complained that last De- 
cember Noell succeeded in sending 
away a material witness in a dam- 
age suit. The witness, Ed. Freder- 
ick, had been brought here from 
Terre Haute, Ind., to testify for 
the Big Four in a damage sult in 
which Noell was attorney for the 
plaintiff.

What Wisconsin Wants. 

| Specifically, what did he mean? 
| “Precisely this: The people of 
Wisconsin served notice of 47 
they want in national government. 
They want, among otlter things. 
publicity of all income tax returns, 
to prevent the cheating and dodg- 
ing whereby great corporations 


have unlawfully withheld vast sums 

of money from the public treasury. 
They want a law taxing excess 
profits. They want Newberry ex- 
pelled from the Senate. They want 
a constitutional amendment provid- 
ing for a referendum vote of the 
people on every declaration of war. 
except in actual or imminent dan- 
ger of invasion. They want aboli- 
tion of. the use of injunctions in la- 
bar disputes, and they want Fed- 
eral Judges to be elected by the 
people, for terms not exceeding 10 
years. They want just compensa- 
tion for ex-service men. For every 
three Americans killed in France, 
an American millionaire was cre- 
ated.“ 


He took up from his desk a copy 
of the platform upon which he and 
the other progressive candidates, 
including several for Congress, 
made their successful campaign. 
We promised the people here,” he 
went on, to oppose the proposed 
ship subsidy bill, and to fight the 
payment of all such gratuities to 
private interests. This iniquitous 
bill was drafted by private ship- 
owners and by their agents on the 
Shipping Board. It would rob 
farmers, manufacturers, merchants 
and consumers to enrich private 
shipowners. It would heavily sub- 
sidize the Steel Trust, Fruit Trust 
and Oil Trust for carrying their 
own products on their own vessels.” 

The writer remembered that the 
Wisconsin law for regulation of 
railroads, enacted while La Fol- 
lette was Governor, had been wide- 
ly copied as a model measure. 
What was his exact opinion of the 
Esch-Cummins law? 

The enactment of that bill.“ he 
shot through clenched teeth, was 
a legislative crime. It increased 
transportation rates hundreds of 
millions of dollars. And for what? 
To guarantee dividends on the wa- 
tered securities of Wall street bank- 
ers. Under its terms the railroads 
have collected from ‘he public 
treasury $1,158,000,000, and are 
demanding more. Think of it!“ he 
exclaimed. And that is the effi- 
cient private ownership’ which they 
oppose to Government operation!“

} roads. - 

Was he, then, in favor of Gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads? 

“Yes—and of every other public 
utility——every one,“ he replied. I 
can show, and I will, that the cards 
were stacked against Government 
operation of railroads during the 
war, by men who were interested 
in seeing it fail. It didn’t get a 
fair trial, and even then the own- 
ers were trembling in their boots 
for fear the people would refuse 
to surrender the roads.“ 

He then recounted rapidly some 
of the other planks to which he 
and the candidates on his ticket 
were pledged. These included: A 
Federal inheritance tax on large 
fortunes to pay off the national 
debt: an amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution to meet the re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court 
nullifying the child labor law; con- 
struction of a deep waterway from 
the Great Lakes to the sea; oppo- 
sition to any and all tariff rates 
in excess of the difference in pro- 
duction here and abroad; legisia- 
tion to control the nopoly of 
grain, livestock, dairy roducts and 
other nécessities. The platform 
concluded with a “bill of rights,” 
demanding the privileges of free 
speech, press and assemblage, and 
| denouncing “unreasonable searches 
and seizures.” 

“These things, said the Senator, 
“represent the wishes of an over- 
whelming majority of the people 
of this State; they are some of the 
means by which we propose to re- 
store the Government to the peo- 
ple.“ 5

Wisconsin 20 years ago,” he began, 
“a situation precisely like the one 
that now exists nationally. The 
State Government was controlled 
by a few men, and administered 
chiefly in the interest of a few 
wealthy and powerful corporations. 
Circumstances combined to pit me, 
as a young fellow, without money 
or resources, against this crowd. 

„J was beaten repeatedly, but I 
kept hammering, and gradually a 
progressive sentiment developed. 
Twice I went into the State con- 
vention with enough votes pledged 
to nominate me for the governor- 
ship; twice I was beaten through 
the bribery of delegates. My friends 
urged me to break away—to start 
another party. This seemed fool- 
ish to me, because the rank and 
file of the party was sound. All it 
needed was to understand the 
facts. It seemed more sensible to 
whip out the leaders and take com- 
mand of the army than to set out 
to recruit a new army. And in 
about three campaigns it turned 
out just that way.“ 

He referred briefly to what he 
described as the reconstruction of 
the State,“ under his administra- 
tion as Governor, during which 
many of the present laws were 
enacted, and continued: 

“IT went to the Senate feeling 
that the same thing could be ac- 
complished in the national Gov- 
ernment through the Republican 
party. After a time, during which. 
I found myself pretty much alone” 
—and he emiled grimly at the 
memory— the outlook brightened. 
Other Senators came from progress 
sive states——Cummins, Bristow, 
Bourne. Some already there, as 
Beveridge, Clapp and  Dolliver, 
joined us. By combining with pro- 
gressive Democrats, this progres- 
sive Republican group succeeded 
for a time in securing much legis- 
lation in the public interest. This 
was the ‘insurgent’ movement of 
1910.

and the red herring that 
dragged across the path of the pro- 
gressive movement.

Roosevelt 
later succeeded in leading many of 
them back to the old party, and 
into active support of its most re- 
actionary candidates and policies.”’ 

The speaker paused: his chin 
sank on his chest; he closed his 
eyes momentarily and then re- 
sumed:

“If it fails to do so, will a new 
party be formed that will give ex- 
pression to this sentiment?” 

“T do not want to discuss the 
question of a new party.” the Sen- 
ator replied tersely.. “Such a dis- 
cussion could serve no good pur- 
pose. I have a firm conviction that 
the rise of a new party can neither 

e hastened by advocacy nar retard- 
ed by opposition. Parties are born, 
not made. They come out of events. 
Leaders do not start them—they 
find their leaders when they arrive. 
No doubt,“ he added, the courses 
taken by.the existing parties can, 
and nearly always do, hasten the 
appearance of a new party. And 


this is particularly true of the con- 


duct of the party of administra- 
tion.“ Then he spoke slowly, as if 
weighing each word:

“It has seemed to me that the 
policy of the Harding administra- 
tion has been of the character that 
would prepare the soil for the ap- 
pearance of a new party.

can foretell. It may come in two, 
six or 10 years, perhaps later.” 

It was apparent that he regarded 
this topic as unwise, or, at least, 
untimely. He said: “For the pres- 
ent, there are principles and meas- 
ures to be fought for, and I do not 
intend to impair my usefulness in 
the Senate, or distract attention 
from those measures and prin- 
ciples, with futile talk about a 
third party. There are progressive 
men in the Senate and House who 
are fighting for renomination and 
re-election. Some are Republicans 
and some are Democrats. The im- 
portant thing now is for their con- 
stituencies to return them to Wash- 
ington.”’ 

“But how do you propose, Sen- 
ator, to go about effecting: this na- 
tional program upon which you 
made your campaign?“ 

Again it became obvious that La 
Follette was not disposed to pre- 
dictions, but rather to the practical 
affairs of the moment. He replied: 

“I shall be occupied with the 
campaign in Wisconsin pending the 
election in November. We have a 
Governor, State officers, a congres- 
sional and State ticket to elect. The 
nomination of progressive Repub- 
lican candidates for these offices 
was my chief concern in the pri- 
mary; I have a continuing interest 
in the campaign for their election 
in November. If I can be spared 
from the campaign here, I shall 
avail myself of any opportunity to 
aid the election of truly progressive 
candidates in other States where I 
can be of any use. After the No- 
vember elections—well, tomorrow 
is another day. The issues and 
events of that hour lie in the lap of 
the gods.“ 

Mentioned for Presidency. 

His attention was called to a 
news dispatch from Atlantic City, 
relating that his name had been 
mentioned as a possible candidate 
for the presidency by labor officials 
attending a convention. 

„And that, he instantly rejoined, 
„is another subject which will oc- 
cupy very little of my time or my 
thought. I have plenty of work 
laid out for myself in the Senate. I 
am quite aware of the fact that I 
have been called ‘a dangerous man.’ 
I know that many good and honest 
people have been taught to regard 
me as a menace to the country. 
And it is true that danger exists to- 
day, but not from the progressive 
movement or its leaders. When 
70,000,000 people live in tenements 
and rented homes and when that 
condition grows steadily worse from 
year to year, as our census shows it 
does—when 2 per cent of the peo- 
ple own 65 per cent of all the coun- 
try's wealth, and are able, by means 
of that wealth, to dispose of legis- 
lation, dictate the manner of law 
enforcement and control the courts, 
all to the end of still further aug- 
menting their property and power 
is not 


„I do not exaggerate this situa- 
tion. Anybody who has been in 
Washington and has seen the sin- 
ister processes by which legisla- 
tion is really formulated, how and 
why administrative officers and 
Judges are chosen—anybody who 
has observed the actual workings 
of ‘a national political convention 
—knows that this is the literal 
truth. What we used to call ‘in- 
visible government’ is the sort that 
is plainly visible now. The whole 
sordid, obscene, degrading game 
has been brought out into the open, 
or at least where the discerning 
can see it. It is a Government al- 
most exclusively by and for the 
2 per cent who control the coun- 
try’s resources. . 

“What I want is a very simple 
thing. I want to see the Govern- 
ment taken out of the hands of 
this incredibly small and incredibly 
powerful minority, and made once 
more what its founders intended it 
to be, and what Lincoln accurately 
described it to be in his time—a 
Government of, by and for the peo- 
ple. It has ceased to be that. I 
want to see it administered in the 
interest of the $8 per cent, without, 
mind you, inflicting any injustice 
on the 2 per cent. 

Wants Presidential Primary. 

“One of the first things necés; 
sary to accomplish this is the es- 
tablishment of a great national 
primary. There should be an 
amendment to the Constitution 
abolishing the electoral college. 
The people themselves should vote 
directly for the candidates for the 
party nominations for President 
and Vice President, and, afterward, 
directly for the nominees them- 
selves. After the primary, the 
party conventions could meet to 
formulate their platforms. This is 
the system in Wisconsin, and it 
operates with admirable success. 

„I suppose the immediate prac- 
tical thing to work for, however, Is 
the extension, to those states that 
haven't yet obtained it, of the pres- 
ent primary system of electing in- 
structed delegates; that is, by a 
state primary in which every voter 
expresses his preference for a

BULHANAN COUNTY 


Respective Leaders in 
Democratic and Repub- 
lican Primary Campaign 
for Governorship. 


JACOBS INDICATED 
AS VERY STRONG 


Lloyd Will Have to Poll 
Big Majority in St. Louis 
to Win Over Baker, Sur- 
vey Indicates.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., July 24.— 
Democratic politics in St. Joseph 
and Buchanan County seems to be 
running true to form in the present 
primary campaign, this being one 
of the few remaining communities 
in which politics is an all-year- 
round occupation. There is al- 
ways some sort of political squab- 
ble in St. Joseph, and about the 
only variation in this condition is 
that as elections approach the 
fighting becomes more intense. 

One peculiarity of politics here— 
where nearly all the lawyers and a 
large number of the business men, 
in addition to the regular politi- 
cians, are busy at the game more or 
less of their time—is that the peri- 
ods between active campaigns are 
marked by transitions and when a 
primary or an election comes it is 
found there has been a grand mix- 
up, with former bitter enemies be- 
coming close associates and clese 
associates in previous campaigns 
becoming enemies. 

Republicans up this way are 
clannish in their factionalism. Ene- 
mies in Republican politics here 
are rather boastful of the years 
the enmity has existed. Buchanan 
County, in which is St. Joseph, larg- 
est city in Northwest Missouri, is 
at the edge of a strong Republican 
section extending to the north and 
of a stronger Democratic section 
extending to the south and east. 
Buchanan sometimes goes one way 
and sometimes the other, but usual- 
ly is Democratic. 

A survey of condfions in this 
and surrounding counties indi- 
cates that Sam Baker probably is 
well in the lead of Lieutenant- 
Governor Lloyd in this section of 
the State for the Republican nom- 
ination for the governorship and 
that Arthur W. Nelson of Bunce- 
ton is the leader for the Demo- 
cratic nomination. though Floyd E. 
Jacobs has been making such 
gains that there is basis for doubt 
that Nelson will have very much of 
a lead right here. 

Strength of Candidates. 

In looking over the relative 
strength of the candidates for the 
Democratic nomination in this and 
other sections visited, the corre- 
spondent is continually reminded of 
the 1920 primary’ campaign and 
the advantageous position occupied 
in it by John M. Atkinson, 

Atkinson then had the undivided 
support of the dry“ element in 
Democratic politics, while the 
libera] support was divided be- 
rween Charles H. Mayer and Frank 
H. Farris. There was no way to 
defeat Atkinson. Now Nelson has 
the same element, Which includes 
to a large extent the purely rural 
vote. while the city vote’and the 
itberal vote is divided by George H. 
Moore, Jacobs and Henry S. Priest. 

Nelson's: position in this regard 
has drawn additi®@nal support to 
him just as Atkinson's position 
drew additional support to him, 
and from the same quarter. Tom 
Pendergast, factional boss in Kan- 
sas City, wants to be with a win- 
ner. It does a political boss no 
good to support 4 candidate who 
cannot win. If the candidate he 
supports is elected, the boss, even 
though he cannot control an ad- 
ministration, has a look-in at the 
Staté Capito] which he does not 
have if his candidate loses. Pen- 
dergast went to Atkinson in 1920 
because he thought Atkinson 
would win even without his sup- 
port. He has gone to Nelson in 
the present campaign for the same 
reason. 

Little Prospect for Priest. 

But. to get back to Buchanan 
County and Northern Missouri. 
each of the candidates for the 
Democratic nomination has well 
fortified strength, with the excep- 
tion of Priest. who, while he win 
receive votes in this section, poss‘- 
bly a good many in St. Joseph, has 
no organization here and is not 
supported by any of the Democrats 
who have been active in the poll 
tics of Buchanan County. 

Nelson and Jacobs have the most 
active organization support but 
is not without some very 
powerful political influences behind 
his campaign. Nelson has the lars 
er part of the faction headed by 
Charles H. Mayer and R. E. Culver. 
who were the leaders in the fich: 
to clean up St. Joseph during the 
Major administration, and, strange 
to relate, some of the Major ap- 
pointees they tried to “clean up 
in those days are now working - 
tively with them for’ Nelson. 

The Mayer and Culver faction

Maroneys work under Folk 
caused a nervous breakdown and 
his finger nails fell off. When he 
was known to be in . financial 
straits, business men raised a fund 
to help Maroney, which he refused 
to accept, and the money was re- 
turned to the subscribers. 

He served as assistant Circuit 
Attorney under Thomas B. Harvey, 
but resigned after a controversy 
with another. assistant. In the 
prosecutions growing out of the 
theft of United Railways referend- 
um petitions, Maroney was engaged 
by Circuit Attorney McDaniel as a 
special assistant. The prosecution 
was unsuccessful, as the trial court 
at Springfield held that the offense 
charged was not a crime under the 
statutes. Maroney received an $8000 
fee for his services in that case, 
under a contract calling practically 
for exclusive services, over a period 
of 19 months. He claimed $1500 
more, which was not allowed by 
the city’s fiscal officials.

“Most of us long ago admitted that we 
do not understand Pittsburg plus, but it 
is surprising to see the Federal Trade Com- 
mission admit it,” Mr. Antwine said. 

“The Federal Trade Commission says it 
is a bad thing and orders the Steel Cor- 
poration to discontinue it. Presumably 
it is doing this because it feels that Pitts- 
burg plus is a price-fixing device which 
results in the consumer paying more for 
steel products. That is, if these products 
are made at Gary. Ind. and to Buy them 
in this middle western country we have to 
pay the freight from Gary plus the freight 
from Pittsburg. it no doubt looks as if 
steel products were made to cost more than 
they ought. 

“I am not sure that this is the case, nor 
do I believe the Federal Trade Commission 
is sure of it. The effect of Pittsburg plus 
has been to enable the independent steel 
producer to undersell the Steel Corporation. 
He could make a better freight rate. To 
forbid Pittsburg plus deprives him of this 
advantage and places him upon an equai 
footing with a competitor tnfinitely more 
powerful than he is. 

“As a matter of fact. the Steel Corpora- 
tion can ruin him any time it cares to do 
sO Why doesn't it do so? Why has it 
asked the freight rate from Pittsburg upon 
goods shipped from Gary? I dont know 
what the Federal Trade Commission makes 
of it; evidentiy not much. What I make 
of rt is that the Steel Corporation does not 
want to put the independent operator out 
of business.

Petitions, to be valid, must bear 
signatures of 5 per cent of the 
voters in two-thirds of the 16 con- 
gressional districts, the percentage 
to be based on the. vote cast in 
these districts for the State officer 
receiving the highest number of 
votes at the last general elections. 

James Eads How of St. Louis was 
interested in the two measures, 
particularly the unemployment 
proposal, and is said to have paid 
$10,000 toward the expense of cir- 
culating the petitions. The work 
was carried on by an organization 
formed by the Fraternal Order of 
Eagles. which, however, sponsired 
only the old age proposal. 

The proposed old age pension 
amendment would have required 
the State to pay a pension of $30 a 
month to indigent persons more 
than 65 years of age, who had re- 
sided im the State at least 10 years.

And they insisted 
on carrying the law of their moth- 
erland with them, to be applicable 
te the colonies and states. 

“From Blackstone,” said Wicker- 
sham, the. American colonists 
learned “that the right of trial by 
jury and protection afforded by 
rules of law, administered by inde- 
pendent and impartial judges, were 
essential to the maintenance of 
civil liberty °* * and as did 
no other book, assisted American 
statesmen in giving legal form to 
democratic ideas of government. 

“The commentaries, during the 
five or six years preceding the 
fevolution, were used by Chancellor 
Wythe, of the College of William 
and Mary, in. Virginia, in courses 
ef instruction in the law which 
were attended by students who lat 
er became leaders in the revolu- 
tionary movement. Among them 
were John Marshall James Madi- 
son, James Monroe and Thomas 
Jefferson. 

Effect on Jefferson. 

The philosophy of the Declara- 
tion of Independence usually is 
ascribed to Locke and Paine. But 
it appears to me that one may 
clearly trace the influence of 
Blackstone’s commentaries on the 
mind of Jefferson, in the affirma- 
tiens of the declaration that al! 
men are born with certain unalien- 
able rights, among which are life 
Nberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness, that to secure these rights 
governments are imstituted among 
men, deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed. 

“The counts in the) indictment 
of George III. ed in the 
Declaration of Independence, im 
the main are sustained by Rack 
Stone’s description of the rights of 
Englishmen and.the principles of 
the British Constitution. 

“Much of the law bet forth in the 
commentaries has become obsolete 
in England as well as in America. 
Nevertheless, no writer in the law 
ever has for so long a time en- 
joyed such supremacy as he, and 
no other exerted such an influence 
over a nation in the hour of its 
birth and during the years of its 
growth to full maturity ef state- 
hood. : 

“So long as the principles of the 
common law endure as the basis 
of your jurisprudence and ourg; so 
long a8 the great conceptions of 
civil liberty which were embddied 
in Magna Charta, in the petition of 
right and the bill of rights and the 


habeas corpus act and which have 


have been enshrined in the Amer- 
ican constitutions, continue fitly te 
express the fundamental principles 
of the common civilization of the 
men of English speech throughout 
the world, all men may have con- 
tinued confidence that liberty will 
not perish from the earth and that 
the highest type of civilization will

ONEY, not international 
animosity, is the real foe 

of the Olympic games, 

The petty quarrels among the 
bleacherites viewing the Olym- 
pic games of 1924, the occasiona- 
al bad manners of the specta- 
tors and the lack of sportsman- 
ship shown in isolated cases 
among the athletes occur quad- 
renially with the holding of each 
Olympic series. And it’s not al- 
ways the other fellow who has 
been the bad sport. If we recall, 
it was Ralph Rose of the U. 8. 
team who refused to salute the 
King of England when passing 
the royal box in 1908. 

National spirit is sure to be- 
come militant on such occasions, 
but only by a few thoughtless 
ones among the actors or the 
spectators. The bulk of the na- 
tion’s thought is not represented 
by trifling outbreaks and misun- 
derstandings, nor can mere bick- 
erings cause the abandonment 
of international sports. 

But the money question can. 
The enormous sums required to 
promote the Olympic games 
make it - prohibitive to impov- 
erished European nations. And 
the almost certainty of losing 
money at the gate—France was 
insured against a loss that other- 
wise would have reached over 
1,000,000 francs—is adding an- 
other complicatſon. 


Cut Down Size of Teams. 
VEN in America the irk of 


raising funds to send our ath- 
letes abroad was felt this year. 
Business men had to drop their 
work to go begging for funds, 
only to be rebuffed. In the end 
a few loyal men of wealth made 
up the deficit. 

Holland today is 
about accepting the burden of 
the 1928 Olympics. Only the 
United States feels justified in so- 
liciting the honor. 

There is a way to case the bur- 
den of finance. Reduce the num- 
ber of contestants in each event 
for each nation to two, and al- 
low only one alternate. That 
would not only reduce expense, 
but make it fairer for the small- 
er nations. when competing 
against the United States.

HE comfort of the baby during 

the warm weather is always a 

weighty consideration—how it 
may be kept cool, comfy and prop- 
erly fed, how its nap may remain 
undisturbed, the best bathing ar- 
rantements and the right amount 
of open air at the right time. This 
of course, applies more strictly to 
the baby that must remain in the 
city. 

The suburban or country baby 
lives under entirely different condi- 
tions and is reared and cared for 
much after the fashion of the 
choice plants of the garden.
